Sugar Production In Canada 
At a meeting of the Society of 
Chemical Indue try held In Toronto re¬ 
cently. Dr. Potvllet, chief ehemlet of 
the Dominion Sugar Company, told of 
the various processes In me best aug¬ 
er Industry from tu origin In 1147. 
when the beet contained only I to 4 
per cent sugar, up to th* present con 
tent of IB to 20 per cent He showed 
that ths yield of wheat and oats was 
Increased 25 to 50 per cent, when 
planted In rotation with sugar-beets 
and presaged that, with government¬ 
al assistance, as In Europe, the In¬ 
dustry would develop so that all the 
sugar used In Canada might be made 
here, the present factories supplying 
only one-tenth of the consumption. 


WORMS 


Rare Northern Ruminant la Following 
the Buffalo to Extinction 

Robes made from the aklna of musk¬ 
oxen are very valuable. As the musk¬ 
ox Inhabits high latitudes, U has a 
coat capable of withstanding cold. At 
the base of its long, flowing hair la a 
thick coat of wool, thus making a pelt 
which la both beautiful and warm. 
Jdusk-oxen are not plentiful and aa 
they inhabit the desolate barren lauds 
of the north, the supply la very 
limited. 

The musk-ox is not difficult to kill, 
as it is not dangerous and does cot 
seek safety in flight. If hunted with 
Jogs, the herd will iitaud at bay as 
with wolves. preeeuLng an invincible 
front of borns to their animal foes, but 
an easy mark for the man with a gun 
Aa a result, musk-ox robes promiae to 
become as rare as buffalo robes to¬ 
day. 

The question of protection of musk 
! ox Is an Important one. In view of 
their diminishing numbers, the ease 
with which the> may be shot and the 
high market value of their skins, .f 
lit is not to be completely exterminat¬ 
ed, the Dominion Government must do 
as It has don.- with the buffalo, name¬ 
ly, provide a reserve within which 
musk-oxen will be absolutely protect¬ 
ed at all limes. Such a reserve would 
serve to maintain a nucleus herd, from 
which the surrounding country could 
be stocked. 

Musk-oxen form an Important Item 
In the food and clothing supply of the 
Eskimos, and we owe It to our north¬ 
ern people, who live In a country 
where nature Is niggard of her re¬ 
sources, to see that they are not de¬ 
prived of necessaries that our wealthy 
classes may add to their luxuries.

For Strategic Purposes 
In a lecture jlvea by him on "the 
strategic geography of the British 
Empire," Mr. Vaughan Cornish ad¬ 
vocated "a Kiel Canal" for Britain, 
before the members of the Royal 
Colonial Institute. He said: "The 
Firth of Clyde la belter situated in 
respect of natural protection from 
a sea attack based In Continental 
harbors than any other shipbuilding 
centre in Great Britain, but the line 
of naval communications with the 
East Coast of bcot.and is singularly 
bad. The distance even by the 
northern route is • onsidorable, end 
the West Coast of the Highlands, 
wltb its deep Indentation# and num¬ 
erous off-lying lslaous Is, noreover. 
an almost perfect lair for hostile 
submarines. Wltb a thoroughly 
efficient battleship canal from Forth 
to Clyde we should possess on the 
west coast a base for the building 
and repair of ahlpe of war which. 
In local resources, accommodation, 
natural protection, and accessibility 
to damaged ships, would be far sup¬ 
erior to any that w« now have." Mr. 
Cornish declared that the strategic 
Importance of Ireland was not gener¬ 
ally realised. There were many 
other positions In the world besides 
Ireland,

War of Copper and Nitrogen. 

Albert Thomas, the French under¬ 
secretary of war and munitions, speak¬ 
ing to the members of the Italian 
press, said: 

"This is a war of copper and nitro¬ 
gen. Our straggle with the enemy is, 
above all. a competition in anna, 
munitions and chemistry. France has 
TIMM workers. Including 120.000 
women, employed In these depart¬ 
ments, and on the French front the 
British and French supplies now sur¬ 
pass those of Germany. 

"Our superiority will be overwhelm¬ 
ing as soon as Great Britain ia able 
to produce twice the quantity of muni¬ 
tions produced by us We now domi¬ 
nate the enemy, and we shall continue 
to dominate him when peace comes, 
because at the end of this war there 
will be developed In France extensive 
metallurgical and chemical industries 
which will free ue from Germany We 
will continue our war productions at 
the top speed as loag as the struggle 
lasts, and will exchange with our 
allies arms and raw material."

FOOTHOLD IN AMERICA 

War Interrupts Efforts Which May be 

Resumed Whan Peace la 
Declared 

Extraordinary revelations of reput¬ 
ed plans of Germany to establlan a 
foothold ln several republics of the 
western hemisphere, and in lbs Dan 
Ish West Indies, In defiance of tbs 
Monroe doctrine, are In the possession 
of the committee of foreign relations 
of the United Hiates senate. 

The documents ln the possession ot 
the committee purport to prove: 

That Germany sought lo establish a 
sphere of influence ln Nicaragua by 
purchase of the Interoceanlc canal 
route and the right to establish naval 
bases. 

That Germany sought to gain a foot¬ 
hold ln Colombia by negotiating for 
an inter-oceanic canal concession and 
the purchase of plantations and the 
establishment of a naval base at Car- 
tago. 

That Gsrmany gained paramount in¬ 
fluence in Paraguay by organising the 
army, and is carrying out a similar 
plan ln Chile. 

That Germany sought to gain a foot¬ 
hold in Haytl through control of the 
customs aud the establishment of a 
naval base at Mole St. Nicholas 

That Germany practically controls 
the Island of St. Thomas by lease from 
Denmark, and has established there a 
bass of great strategic value, particu¬ 
larly because of its proximity to Porto 
Rico and the Panama Canal. 

The committee also has document¬ 
ary evidence indicating that, although 
the European war has interrupted the 
prosecution of these plane, Germany 
plans to resume the efforts to partici¬ 
pate In the affairs In the western hem¬ 
isphere as soon as peace shall be r*. 
stored. 

Ammunition is Expensive 

It Coats More to Shell Than to Build 
a Town

destroy a village or a town by high

| la Souchex. 

Boochez la as an artillery officer 
expressed it, ‘‘beautifully" destroyed. 
There is not one atone left standIng 
on another; there is not even a whole 
stone or brick. Never in the history 
of war has any village received so 
many sheila as Souchex, and their 
coat would certainly suffice to build 
up that village again fifty or a hun¬ 
dred times over. 

There exists a certain viaduct 
which waa blown up at the begin¬ 
ning of the •vaf and then repaired 
by the French at a cost of about 
970.000. The Germans disliked that 
viaduct, and brought up a 420 (lt- 
lnch) bowttser, with a battery or so 
of .220 <9lDch) howttsers. to batter 
It to pieces. They succeeded. It took 
between 60 tad 60 .*20 sheila and 
nobody troubled to count the num¬ 
ber of .220 shells. 

But from the calculations that 
were made there can be little doubt 
that that particular piece of deetruc 
tlon coat tha Germans over 9400.000! 

Cheese Making In Manitoba Increases 

One effect of the war has been to 
put new life into cheese making in 
Manitoba For n number of years 
this Industry has been on the de 
cllne until In 1913 only 400.000 
pounds were made in the province 
The war, however, with its big de¬ 
mand for so highly nitrogenous a 
food, furnished an excellent market 
for eastern cheese, and the Mani-: 
toba factories seising the opportun 
ity to supply the home trade almost 
doubled .their make, producing, sc 
cording to the department of agri¬ 
culture crop report, 726,726 pounds 
during 1916.

Bbe has work¬ 
ed with the girla In the miila, baa 
lived sa one of t^em and haa come 
to know them intimately. She knew 
the high school and college kind be¬ 
fore; so ahd speaks aa ona having 
authority. 

Miss Tar bell says that the aver 
age lilgh school and college girl 
thinks more of her outward appear¬ 
ance than of anything else. She 
thinks moet of dressing, of making 
a good show, of entertainments and 
parties. She thinks little or the seri¬ 
ous aide of life, of housekeeping, of 
cooking, of caring for babies, and 
scarcely anything at all of thrift 
and frugality. 

Still It la not the purpose of Mias 
TarbeJl to prove that tha high school 
should be eliminated. There is qo 
reason why high school graduates 
should m-ke inefficient wives. The 
lesson of Miss Tarbell’s discovery 
Is that a high school education 
ought to Include that practical 
knowledge of good houaekcplng 
that la lacking In the hornet of so 
many high sohool girls.—Kansas City 
Times.

Statistics of Forest Fires 

Compiling of Information Nscessary 
aa a Basis for Fir« Protection 

The collection and publication of 
statistics of forest fire losses is a mat¬ 
ter to wheih increasing attention baa 
been paid in recent years. Progress 
in this respect is especially notable in 
Western Canada, ln Eastern Canada, 
as a whole, the forest fire loaaes have 
not been known, on account or the in¬ 
completeness of the data published. 
It is important that information be 
collected on all fires, not only as to 
the area covered, but also as lo the 
amount, character and value of the 
property destroyed. Thte la necessary 
ln order that the intensity of fire pro¬ 
tection may be adjusted to the condi¬ 
tions as well a# to afford s basis for 
the administration of the area In other 
I respects.—C.L., ln Conservation.

It is quite 
easy for a man to know how 
much to buy,as a pound of form¬ 
aldehyde is sufficient for 35 gall¬ 
ons of water. Of course, the 
amount of seed which this will 
treat depends on the dryness of 
the grain. —Winnipeg Weekly 
Free Prees.

Previous wars have given rise to 
many curious Uiipptlona which have 
not been taken up by military 
authorities. —- 

First and foremost of them are 
boots with springs, both keel end toe. 
This It Is argued, will make marching 
less fatiguing, as tbs springs will pre¬ 
vent the Jarring now felt by the sold¬ 
ier as he marches along, especially 
over hard roads. 

There has also been Invented a bul¬ 
let proof shield, which Is composed of 
wire. This shield Is intended to buckle 
on to the soldier's body and will pro¬ 
tect the vital parts, although It will 
not Interrupt the wearer's view, as he 
can see quite well between the 
strands of wire. It has been said that 
the wearing of shield! will diminish 
the soldier's courage, but this Is a 
statement open to doubt.

Discussing the new German Fokker, 
Alan K. Hawley, president of the Aero 
Club of New York, aald: 

"This new German monoplane will 
undoubtedly bring out the speedy 
f rench and British biplanes, which 
I understand, have not been used, be¬ 
cause of the difficulty of having wide 
enough landing grounds for them at 
the theatre of war." 

Henry Woodhouse, a governor of 
the Aero Club, aatd he had heard 
about the "Fokker" rises planes of 
the Germane, and waa surprised that 
they had not appeared In the news 
despatches before. 

"Both the British and French have 
machines that can make the same 
speed or more than 160 miles an hour, 
but they have not used them exten¬ 
sively because the Germans were not 
using them, and they are difficult to 
handle and trained pilots are scarce. 
This new development of the Germans 
does not mean that they will be su¬ 
preme in the sir, except in Kuselan 
territory, where they have thousands 
of aviators to the hundreds of Rus¬ 
sians It takes several thousand aero¬ 
planes and trained aviators to give 
supremacy. 

"As a matter of fact, the British 
navy baa been supreme In the alt as 
well as on the water during the whole 
war. This Is largely due to the large 
number of ‘America' and ‘super-Amer¬ 
ica' flying boats, made In this coun¬ 
try, which are equipped with two 160- 
horaepower motors. More than 100 
of these grret machines and about 
600 of the smaller types have been 
delivered to Orest Britain during the 
last year One American firm has 
orders for 1,100 more. Including some 
huge flying boats, which are veritable 
battle cruleera. Several other firms 
are constructing large land and water 
aeroplanes with two and more en¬ 
gines."

Avenge the Shooting of Their Com¬ 
rades by Gorman 8oldiara 

How the Austrians avenged the 
shooting of their comrades by Ger¬ 
man so.dlers is described by a cor¬ 
respondent. 

"On one occasion," he says, "the 
Germans retreating and eventually 
flying before the attacking Russians, 
came under the Are of the Austrian 
Maxims and rifles, which Inflicted 
terrible losses upon their own alllea. 

"One Austrian officer wnen ques¬ 
tioned regarding this Incident, only 
said, 'It was dark, and we made a 
mistake.’ Another significantly add¬ 
ed, 'Well, we soon discovered our 
mistake, but the beggars deserved all 
they got.
